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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: : Chow discloses storing plurality of color 
components of an image in a planar format (Fig. 3, col. 4, lines 32-35) and a packed format(Fig.3) such that plurality of color components 
are stored in a mixed format of planar format and packed format(Fig. 3; col. 4, lines 32-36). Chow is deficient in performing motion 
compensation. Herrera discloses both motion compensation as well as YUV 4:2:0 to 4:2:2 conversion and such it would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to modify Chow with the feature "motion compensating the 
plurality of color components in the mixed format as taught by Herrerra because it provides for reduced data storage requirements 
resulting in economies of scale. Applicant argues that the specific color that a pixel describes is some blend of the three components of 
the color space or spectrum and that pixel value is a blend of color components and that Nadehara reference does not represent the R, G 
and B components of the RGB color space but applicant's claim limitations does not recite color components being representing R t G and 
B components. 
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
